GIRL KILLS SELF; 
WINS GRIM GAME 
OF HIDE AND SEEK 


“Look for Maid with Flaming 
Red Halr,“ Starts Jackson 
Park Police Search, 


BUT SHE EVADES ALL EYES 


Parasol, Hat, and Shoes Mark Scene 
of Her Death as She Fore- 
told in Letter. 


“TIRED OF MONEY SQUABBLES 


Miss Maude Péttes residing at 6660 Michi- 
gan avenue, committed suicide by drown- 
ing in the lagoon at Jackson park yesterday 
afternoon. The whole park police force, 
headed by the girl's frantic mother, strove to 
find and save her in vain. They had been 
forewarned that the girl was in the park de- 
termined to carry out a carefully made plan 
for taking her own life. 

Golf players swung their clubs within 100 
feet of the place where she poised herself 
for her fatal dive. Picnicking children 
romped within a few yards of her. The 
lagoon into which she was to spring was 
dotted with people in rowboats and launches. 

And yet not one of all these heard the girl's 
death struggle. It was not until two hours 
after the searh for her had ended that it 
finally became known that she had won her 
grim game of hide and seek. 


Had Money Dispute with Mother. 
Miss Pettes was employed by the Taylor- 
Critchfleld company, 223 Jackson pboule- 


vard. It was not necessary for her to work, 


however, as her mother, with whom she 
lives, is well to do. Recently investigation 
has revealed there has been some friction 
between the girl and her mother over 
finances, There appemrs to have been a dis- 
pute between them as to the rental from the 
flat above the apartment the Pettes occupy. 
Mrs. Pettes owns the flat building. 


She finished her work downtown at 14 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. Her last act 
there was to write a letter to her mother, 
put a special delivery stamp on it and mail 
it. This letter said she intended to kill her- 
self. For reasons it referred the mother to 
letters which the girl had written the night 
before and left in her own room. 


Tells Where to Find Body. 

It added: “ You will find my body either in 
the lagoon at Washington park or the lagoon 
at Jackson park. You will know the place 
because my new hat, my shoes and my parasol 
will be on the bank.” : 

It is believed the girl went from her place 
of employment to Washington park. Oppor- 
tunity for drowning herself there did not pre- 
sent itself, apparently. 

From Washington park the girl went to 
Jackson park. For the scene of her tragedy 
she selected a spot on the east side df the 
large lake just south of the golflinks. There 
were scores of players on these links and 
nun veds of picnickers scattered about within 
100 yards of the spot chosen. Besides these 
watcl ers to be guarded against the girl found 
the lake dotted with pleasure seekers in 
launches and rowboats. 

However, by careful investigation the girl 
was able to find a place where the shrub- 
bery gave her shelter from every side ex- 
cept from the water. There she sat down, 
took off her shoes and stockings and her 
hat and placed them and her Agee ae in 
a pile. 


Leaps Headlong Into Water, 

Then she walked back a little into the 
shrubbery, ran forward, and threw herself 
headiong into the water. Whether she 
struggled or cried out is not known. The 
fact is, not one of the hundreds of persons 
around her heard a sound. She sank at last 
thirty-five feet from the shore and is seven 


> feet of water. 


At what is extimated to be an hour before 
the time the girl was in her death struggle 
her mother at 6660 Michigan avenue re- 
ceived the special delivery letter. She read 
it and then dashed to her daughter's room 
to find the other letters. One was addressed 
to the mother, the other to a girl friend, Mar- 
garet Miller. - 

Jam killing myself.“ these letters said, 
“because I cannot stand this squabbling 
over money any longer.“ 


Mother Notifies Police, 

Greatly alarmed. Mrs. Pettes ran to the 
telephone and called up the South Park po- 
lice. She got Sergt. James Howard on the 
telephone. 

“If you find her in time,“ said the moth- 
er, vou will know her by her hair. It is a 
brilliant, flaming red.“ 

Howard notified Lieut. Hayes, who was at 
the German building in Jackson park. Hayes 
called in Sergt. Hunt and Patrolman Pan- 

‘ning. Before long a dozen policemen en- 
gaged in a thorough search of the park, but 
could find no trace of the girl with the 
flaming red hair!“

Friend Says He Believes Singleton Van

BARRED FROM OFFICE. 


Wobster Springs, W. Va., Aug. 4.—Prison 
sentences were imposed on five members 
of the West Virginia legislature today by 
Judge W. S. O’Brien in the Superior court. 
The legislators were convicted of bribery in 
connection with the election of a United 
States senator early in the year. The sen- 
tences follow: 

Delegate 8. U. G. Rhodes „Six years 
Delegate Rath Vu Six years 
Delegate H. F. Asbury.«---: Six years 
Senator B. A. Smitk 

. „ „ Five years, six months 
Delegate Davis Hill. Five years 

In addition the five are disqualified for life 
from holding any public office or office of 


trust. | 
Prepare to Take Appeal. 

The sentencing of the legislators came 

shortly after Delegate David Hill, the fifth to 

stand trial on bribery charges, was convicted 


this afternoon. 

After the sentences were imposed an arrest 
of judgment and stay, of execution for ninety 
days was allowed by the court to permit at- 
torneys for the defendants to make applica- 
tions for appeals to the state Supreme court. 

More than two months have been consumed 
in the trials of these cases, the first of their 
kind in West Virginia. There were seven 
legislators indicted, the five already tried 
having been held on felony charges and the 
other two, George 8 Van Meter and the Rev. 
T. J. Smith, on misdemeanor charges. The 
trial of the last two probably will be Geterred 
until another term of court. 


Find Marked Money. 

The five convicted legislators were arrested 
in a Charleston (W. Va.) hotel late in the aft- 
ernoon of Feb. 11 by Sheriff Bonner Hill in 
the presence of Public Prosecutor Townsend, 
whe, with the aid of a private detective, in- 
vestigated the rumors of bribery which were 
being circulated at that time in regard to the 
senatorial election. 

Before their arrest it is alleged they were 
ptid by the private detective for their votes 
and the marked money was found on their 
persons. | 

Charges were made at this time by Dele- 
gate 8. U. G. Rhodes, one of the convicted 
legislators, that Col. William Seymour Ed- 
wards, one of the candidates for United States 
senator, had offered bribes. 

These charges fell flat, however, when 
Rhodes failed to appear before a justice of

IN KENYON REPORT 


County Buyer Demonstrates 
How to Reduce High Cost 
of Modern Living. 


30 PER CENT UNDER 1912 


Robert M. Kenyon yesterday demonstrated 
how to reduce the high cost of living thirty 
per cent. Incidentally, he also showed vot- 
ters and taxpayers it is possible for a pub- 
lic official to economize. 

Mr. Kenyon is the county's official “‘ house- 
wife,“ although known as superintendent of 
public service. He buys all the supplies, in- 
cluding foodstuffs and furnishings for county 
institutions. 

His first report since he took office in De- 
cember has been submitted to President A. 
A. McCormick of the county board. It dis- 
closes a saving of $75,000 for the first six 
months of the year over the same period of 
1912 when the Bartzen regime was in con- 
trol of county affairs. He expects to keep up 
this record during the second half of the 
year. a 
How It Was Done. 

A considerable part of the reduction was 
made in edibles, without diminution either in 
quality or quantity. Here is how it was 
donee 

Purchases were made in person, not 
by telephone, except in emergencies, and 
they were checked up the next day. 

Complete record was kept of every ar- 
ticle bought on card index. 

Bills were discounted by cash payments 
within the ten day limit. 


Use of Phone Impractical. 

“The practice of telephoning orders has 
been entirely eliminated, except when abso- 
jutely necessary. said Mr. Kenyon. I found 
it was imposisble to keep accurate records bv 
the telephone system. 

„A large number of claims have been pre- 
sented for old accounts dated three years 
back, for which there was no record in the 
department to show whether or not the mate- 
rials were ordered or delivered. 

„A record kept since the first of the year 
showing comparative cost of fruits and vege- 
tables provided during that period, discloses 
a net decrease in cost of $14,948. A detailed 
record has been kept for each institution 
sliowing the comparative quantities fur- 
‘nished and the comparative prices for each 
week during the six months. 

‘ Practically an equal quantity of material 
has been furnished and of uniformly better 
qualify, the cost in 1912 being 30 per cent 
greater than in 7913. A nearly equal reduc- 
tion in the cost of groceries and staples is in- 
dicated by the redudtion in unit prices, but 
detailed statistics were not kept because of 
the expense Involved.” 

In the department of printing and station- 
ery Mr. Kenyon announces a saving of $27,- 
541, and in the expenses of his own officea 
reduction of $10,320, despite the fact that th., 
work has increased 25 per cent.

Lind to Be Embassy Adviser. 
The official statement concerning Mr. Lind 


given out by Secreta:y Bryan is as follows: 

“ Ex-Governor Jonn Lind of Miünesota 
has been sent to Mexico as the personal repre- 
sentative of the pre udent to act as adviser 
to the embassy in the present situation. When 
the president is ready to communicate with 
the Mexican author‘ties as-to the restora- 
tion of peace, he wili make public nis views. 
Governor and Mrs. Lind departed for Mex- 
ico over the Southa’n railway at 4:35 this 
afternoon via New Orleans or Galvestior ” 

Regarding Ar isxador Wilson, Secretary 
Bryan issued . At ywing: 

„ Ambassador Wilson’s resignation has 
been accepted to take effect Oct. 14. The part 
which he felt it his duty to take in tue earlie- 
stages of the revolution in M:xico would 
make it difficult for him to represent the 
views of the present administration, in view 
of the situation which now exists. 

Throw Light on Policy. 

These two statements throw a flood ef 
light upon the policy the president has de- 
termined to pursue. This policy in brief is 
as follows: ’ 

1. Refusal to recognize 
government. 

2. Rejection of the plan of military in- 
tervention. 

3. Postponement of the adoption of the 
suggestion to place the revolytionists and 
the Huerta government upon the same 
footing with respect to getting munitions 
of war from the United States.

the machine vote. 

Precincts selected at random in the Sev- 
enth and Twenty-fifth warda,were pointed 
to as typical. In these precincts, as well as 
in most of those where machines were in- 
stalled, Hoyne is asserted to have led in most 
instances irrespective of the paper ballot 
showing. 

For instance, in the First precinct of the 
Twenty-fifth ward Rinaker received 55 paper 
ballots and 36 were cast for Hoyne, while 
the machine vote in the same precinct gave 
Hoyne 35 to Rinaker's 27. 

In the Second precinct of the Twenty-fifth 
Rinaker’s paper ballot total was 122, as 
against 61 for Hoyne. The m ine total 
was Hoyne 38 and Rinaker 25. e Fourth 
precinct of the same ward gave Rinaker 80 
paper ballot votes and Hoyne 52. The ma- 
chine recorded 14 for Hoyne and 9 for Rina- 
ker. ‘The relative showing of Cunnea and 
Haight, Socialist and Progressive candi- 
dates, on the paper ballots and machines was 
even more marked than Rinaker's. 


Suspicious Figures Quoted. 

Many precincts, according to the recount 
figures, showed that Hoyne rarely got the 
worst of the machine vote even in Repub- 
lican or Progressive strongholds where his 
paper ballot vote was proportionately low. 

The Thirty-ninth precinct of the Seventh 
ward is one in which the reported machine 
totais are considered suspicious. There 
Rinaker was credited with 52 paper ballot 
votes and only 1 machine vote. Hoyne re- 
ceived 79 paper votes and 13 machine votes. 
Cunnea got 43 paper votes and 3 machine 
votes and Haight 64 paper votes and 3 ma- 
chine votes. 

The mache counter in this precinct 
showed 52 votes were cast on the machine, 
while only 20 were credited to candidates for 
state’s attorney.

Three badly scared little Italian boys are 
locked up in Chicago jails charged with mur- 
derous aseaults on playmates with shooting 
weapons.

Boys Come Upon Scene Near the Spot 
Where Body Was Found. 


A new crime is suspected by the police of 
Morgan Park, following the investigation into 
the murder of Benjamin Holstein, 14 years 
old, whose body was found in shrubbery in 
Morgan Park on July 21.

Twenty 
minutes later the machine was being driven 
back over the same road at high speed.

THE LAW AND THE HOME. 
The Court of Domestic Relations in Chi- 
cago, by making liberal use of the adult 
probation law, which is in force in this state 
since July 11, 1911, is doing noble pioneer 
work in a humanitarian movement that is 
destined to accomplish important social 
service in this country. Upward of 1,000 
husbands and fathers who are now going 
about their- business and supporting or con- 
tributing to the support of their familics 
might have been in jail had there been no 
adult probation law or had the Court of Do- 
mestic Relations taken less kindly to this 
law. 3 

Prior to the passage of this law, when 

@ man was brought into court charged 
with wife desertion and failure to support, 
the court could, broadly speaking, do one 
of two things—it could ejther send him to 
the bridewell or else exact a promise from 
him that he would do better in the future 
and let him off. 

In either case the family suffered. If the 
man was sent to the bridewell the family | 
was totally deprived of any support from | 
him. The wife and children of the delin- | 
quent husband and father only added to 
their own burdens by taking him to court to 
have him sent to prison. On the other hand, 
if the man was discharged after giving the 
judge a promise that he would do better by 
his family, there was no assurance of any 
kind that he would live up to his promise. 
All too frequently he failed to live up to it. 

By the terms of the adult probation law 
the delinquent husband is given his choice 
between a term in prison or agreeing to do 
the right thing by his family. If he prom- 
ises to support his wife and children, or con- 
tribute to their support, he is ailowed to go 
free, But the freedom he is given has a 
string attached to it. He is put in charge of 
a probation officer, who sees to it that the 
man actually carries out the.promise he 
made in court and does support his family. 
The adult probation law makes the court 
and probation officer a party to the family, 

ds it were. The law, and the probation ofii- 
cer enforcing it, act as a sort of big 
brother to the defenseless wife and children. 
The liberal though discriminate use of tte 
probation law for adults should be con- 

* tinued.

ANAESTHESIA. 
HE world has not been kind to the 
men who discovered anesthesia. 
Guthrie, the discoverer of chloro- 
form, has never had recognition. 
Long, Jackson, Wells, and Morton 

were persecuted or neglected. 

Long lived and died in an obscurity that 
was not broken until the Georgia legisla- 
ture honored his memory a few years aga 
Jackson died in an insane asylum. Wells 
succeeded while in jail. Morton died broken 
hearted, feeling that his contribution to the 
discovery of anzesthesia had blasted his life, 
When, a few years ago, his son, Dr. Mor- 
ton, was sentenced to the penitentiary, he 
exclaimed in bitterness that the curse of 
chioroform was still upon the Morton fam- 
ily. 

Sir James Y. Simpson suffered persecu- 
tion until Queen Victoria threw her protec- 
tion around him, whereupon the cowardly 
wolves fell back.

Possibly because of this history anzs- 
thesia has not advanced for a long time.

When under an ordinary angwsthetic the 
patient does not know that he is being hit, 
but he is. The pounding uses up his vitality. 

As a consquence, he may die during the 
operation, or just subsequent to it. He may 
suffer from shock at the time of the opera- 
tion, or from nervous prostration t after 
it. Each of these is due to pounding the 
nerve cells.

HEREAS in Fingland the crown has 
to a great extent abandoned its 
royal prerogative of clemency to the 
secretary of state for the home de- 
partment, who is responsible for its 
exercise to parliament, and who, in a notable: 
ease, declined to comply with the late Queen 
Victoria's pressing demand for the reprieve 
and commutation of the death sentence 
passed upon a convicted murderer, in Ire- 
land, and more especially in Scotland, the 
king retains his old-time right of pardon. 

During the progress which Edward VII. 
made through the rural districts of Ireland, 
some time after his accession to the throne, he 
granted several full pardons, in response to 
petitions presented to him and to Queen Alex- 
andra by peasant relatives of the prisoners in 
the villages through which the royal party 
drove. There was no it.terferenc: in the mat- 
ter by Dublin castle, or by the secretary fo- 
Ireland. 

. — 

Now King George has quietly exercised 

his sovereign right of pardon in Scotland, 
in behalf of C. Aylmer Cameron, who was 
sentenced some eighteen months ago to three 
years’ penal servitude, with his wife, in con- 
nection with what was known as “ the Edin- 
burgh pearl case.“ 
They were charged with having attempted 
to defraud a burglsx y insurance company 
out ot a sum of $30,000 by means of the sub- 
stitution of bogus pearls for real ones. 

Both husband and wife moved in the best 
society in London ani Scotland, he as a scion 
of the principal branch of the great Scotch 
house of Cameron and as an artillery officer 
of great promise. He had seen service in 
India, had taken the trouble to master the 
Russian language, and was on the point of 
being especially promoted to a captaincy 
when overtaken by the scandal. 

— 
The sentence was generally considered un- 
duly severe. In the ‘irst place, the burglary 
insurance company had suffered no loss, and 
then Mrs. Cameron was an extremely pretty, 
light-headed little w.man, with absolutely 
no knowledge cf business, or sense of re- 
sponsibility for her acts. 
She had been forced to pledge her real 
pearls in order to pay pressing dressmakers' 
bills, had allowed the pawn tickets to lapse, 
and had purchased an exact imitation of the 
necklacé, in order that its disappearance 
might not be noticed. 
When the imitation pearls were snatched 
from her neck by a thief in Edinburgh, she 
was literally compelled by her friends and 
associates to apply for the amount of the 
burglary insurance which she had obtained 
on her real pearls. 
There was a question as to whether her hus- 
band had ever been aware of the substitu- 
tion of the imitation for the real pearls. 
If he had not known of it, he was manifestly 
inrfocent of the charge of conspiracy. But 
he insisted that he had known. In fact, his 
entire conduct during thé trial showed the 
purpose of taking upon himself all the blame 
for the matter and of saving his wife. She 
was liberated a year ago, and has gone on 
the stage, though not under her own name.

Now he has been vet at liberty by vir- 
tue, not of a ticket-of-leave, but of a royal 
pardon, and the fact that the petition for this 
pardon was signed by every one of the offi- 
cers of the Royal Field artillery, to which he 
belonged, particularly by the officers and 
commanders with whom he had served, as 
well as by Cameron of Lochiel, the chief of 
his clan, and by most of the leading members 
thereof, furnishes petty conclusive evi- 
dence of the fact that his conviction and 
sentence were the result of a chivalrous de- 
sire to save his wife ruther than of any crime 
on his own part. 4

Lochiel, is now on thts side of the Atlantic, 
and is staying in New York, with his wife, 
lady Hermione Cameron, daughter of the 
Duke and Duchess of Montrose; before going 
to spend some time with the Hon. Lionel 
and Mrs. Guest at their island home on the 
St. Lawrence. 
: Lochiel—for thes> great Highland chief- 
tains, who, to a far greater derree than the 
peers of the nort\ern kingdom, constitute its 
true aristocracy, are invariably known and 
addressed by their territorial title—is the 
twenty-fifth chief of the clan Cameron, in- 
heriting the dignity in an unbroken male line 
from ancestors who igure illustriously o1al- 
most every page of Scottish history. 

In Scotland, for instance, the Duke of Ar- 
gyll is looked up to, not because he happens 
to be a duke, the brother-in-law of Edward 
VII., and the uncle of King George, as well 
as invested with all sorts of hereditary dig- 
nities, including that of the keeper of the 
great seal of Scotland, master of the royal 
household at Edinburgh and admiral of the 
western isles, but because he is chief of the 
clan of Campbell. 

Nor is there any exaggeration at all in the 
stories current at the time of his marriage 
to Princess Louise, when it was related that 
the Campbells and Scotchmen generally con- 
sidered that Queen Victoria's daughter was 
making a fine match for herself in becoming 
the wife of the future chief of all the Camp- 
bells.

Lochiel came into the chieftainship and 
extensive estates of his family on the death 
of his father in 1905. His mother wasa sister 
of the Duke of Buccleu and Queensberry. 
He served as a grenodier guard throughout 
the South African war 

Among his ancestors was that Ewen Cam- 
eron of Lochiel, the hero of the battle of 
Killiecrankie in 1689, who is said to have 
killed the last of the wolves that wandered 
at large in the British isles, and who forms 
the subject of such eloquent praise in Ma- 
cauley’s history of England, where he is 
described as Ulysses of the Highlands. 

His grandson was that gentle Lochiel,”’ 
who was so devoted an adherent of Prince 
Charles Stuart, the young pretender, to 
whom he declared: Come weal, come woe, 
I'll follow thee.“ He fell in the battle of 
Culloden, and his rteel Highland pistols, 
marked with his initials, figure in the mu- 
seum of antiquities at Edinburgh. 

The present cheiftain is his great-great- 
great-grandson. His principal home is Achna 
carry castle, situated in the most picturesque 
spot on Lochaber to the northeast of Fort 
William. oF 

It is surrounded by extensive forests, 
stretching over hill ard dale, stocked with 
magnificent stags a ad iarge herds of red deer. 

Those who wish for a description of the 
state that is maintained at Achnacarry cag- 
tle, I would refer to the late Queen Victoria's 
Journal of her Life in the Highlands,” in 
which she describes a visit which she paid

HERE is only one place left to us quiet 

folk in London's countryside nowadays. 

It ig the meadow-cormier. e ** g98- 
gle” uends have driven us from the 

road. As with the tramp of Attila’s 
hosts, the grass will never grow again where 
their tires have ridden. They have rav~ ‘ 
aged the old Pilgrim's Way. They have made 
Box Hill a wildérness of paper bags and 
petrol. They have turned Newlands—Cob- 
bett’s own Newlands—into a little purgatory 
of stench and terror for themselves and 
everybody else. 
But the meadow-corner they cannot reach. 
Here, by this elm tree's roots, half hidden 
among plumes of uncut grass and stray bar- 
ley, with the lowly hedgerow flowers crowd- 
ing to greet us—silverweed, and vetch, and 
lady's slipper, and the little speedwell’s 
darling blue —we can have peace at last. 
It was, as it should be, a meadow-corner that 
chose us, rather than weit. A wrong turning 
between Headley and the Hand in Hand,“ 
half a mile or so of bridle path and a gate 
or two, and here we arrive—and here we 
abide, 2 
; — 
Have we not, after all, found something 
better this July afternoon than aught that 
those restless folk of the road are pursuing 
with all their headlong hurlyburly? What 
more can we wish than this—after the racket 
of another London week—health and quiet 
breathing and the softest couch that earth 
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of bees, of the small birds’ song,“ of caw- 


side of the meadow they are cutting the hay. 
One can see the little white figures of a clus- 
ter of children playing among the stooks 
The scent blows across to us. 
the Peris of Persian fable feed upon the fra- 
grance of flowers. The smell of new mown 
hay—is it not a foretaste of the eternal break- 
fast of ambrosia, even to us mortals?

Nerves were never 
heard of there. Don't hurry; don’t worry.“ 
This the message of the meadow corner. 
The flowers amongst which we lie whisper it 
in our ears. The lazy paeing clouds tell 
us of it as we gaze up at them through the 
tangled stalks; the plodding horses, the hay- 
makers hoisting those streaming trusses in 
slow rhythm at the cartside. Yet beneath all 
we know what labor there is. We know 
what miracles of energy happen every min- 
ute in the growth of each little flower, in the 
flutter of the butterflies, the soaring of the 
lark. Those good fellows, too, who are even 
now ‘‘ sweating in the eye of Phoebus,” we 
know they are working. just as hardand as 
fast as muscle and sinew can.

But with it all, this meadow corner 18 
Strangely solitary in these summers of ours. 
What a different scene is this present day 
haymaking—these four or five men, with 
their horse drawn cutters and rakes, this 
little bevy of half a dozen children—from 
the picture old Thomson, of The Seasons,” 
painted not two centuries ago, when 
swarmed the village o’er the jovial mead ”’! 
Where now is the ruddy maid, full as the 
summer rose her kindled _ graces 
burning oer her cheek”? Where now— 

From dale to dale, 

Waking the breeze, resounds the blended voice 

Of happy labor, love, and social glee? 

All gone! The bold peasantry, a nation’s 
pride,“ are no more. Is it all to be set down 
to the coming of machinery? Is it all be- 
cause the actual work can be done by fewer 
hands? Partly so, doubtless. But it was 
not merely a matter of labor in the old time: 

The lark that tirra, lirra chants. 

With hey, with hey, the thrush and the jay, 

Are summer songs to me and my aunts 

As we lie tumbling in the hay! 

We may be quite sure that neither Autoty- 

cus nor his aunts ’’ were there for purposes 
of honest toil. At this moment there must 
be some twenty million more people in these 
islands than there were when Autolycus 
jogged on the footpath way, or even than 
when Thomson framed his swelling verse. 
Why is it that while the tarred road is 
crowded this Saturday afternoon with its 
raucous throng, whirling along somewhere, 
anywhere, nowhere to the purpose, with not 
a happy face among them, one has only to 
turn off by any side to find the countryside 
silent and deserted, so far as human joy is 
concerned? Let us listen even to these hay- 
makers, as the wain comes creaking by on 
its homeward journey. There is no chorus 
to hail it on its way, no garlands now! But 
the driver is humming quietly to himself. 
As he comes near we can just catch the tune. 
Is it “ The Barley Mow?” Isit “ Blow Away 
the Morning Dew?” No. It is Let's All 
Go Down the Strand“! 
Perhaps it is inevitable, this strange min- 
gling of town and country—the London pil- 
grim rejoicing among his wild flowers in the. 
meadow-corner; the rural wagoner dreaming 
of supposed gilded scenes where he may find 
fun and noise all among the girls and boys. 
Perhaps it is not only inevitable, but right 
enough in its way. Perhaps the time will 
come when the old contrast between town 
and country life will be gone, and we shall 
all have our part in both. Meanwhile, it is 
well to know how near the country is— 
nearer than half those frenzied motorists 
imagine, On they press to some hackneyed 
„ Show- place or other, while the meadow- 
corner is close at hand all the time—nameless, 
unheeded, beautiful still. Like Kew in 
lilac-time,“ it isn't far from London.” It 
does not need even to be sought; only to be 
loved.

No one shall be permitted to deposit more than 
$100 in any one calendar month.“ 

Section 7 of the same act provides that: 

The balance to the credit of any one person 
shall never be allowed to exceed $500, exclusive of 
accumulated interest.’’ 

On the first days of January and July, respect- 
ively, of each year, United States bonds are issued 
to depositors who have previously made applica- 
tion therefor. After this is done the depositor 
may again deposit in the postal savings bank until 
the amount on deposit reaches the sum of $500,

Companies to Take Appeal. 

The express companies already have an- 
pounced they will appeal from the deéision 
of the commission. Inquiry at the Com- 
merce court developed that that tribunal is 
ready to receive the appeal and to act on an 
application for a temporary order restrain- 
ing the commission from enforcing the new 
rates. 

But it was added that the court is without 
funds necessary to the hearing of the case, 
on account of the action of congress in fail- 
ing to appropriate for the running expenses 
‘of the tribunal since July 1.

Mr. Lewis declared he would attack the 
validity of all penalties added by assessors 
for failure to file schedules. He is prepar- 
ing to take a case involving $150 penalty, 
now before Judge Martin of the Municipal 
court, to the Supreme court. 

“The constitution says property owners 
may be taxed on the value of their prop- 
erty,” Lewis said. It limits the power of 
the assessors. The penalty is not an assess-+ 
ment and ts illegal. The assessors can legal- 
iy value property at any sum. But they 
can't add a penalty.“

This reduction in the reserve require 
ments seems to be entirely safe. It is now 
conceded by bankers and also by the fram- 
ers of the bill that the large percentage 
now allowed of redeposited reserves and 
the direct deposits of country banks now 
in the shape of balances in reserve banks 
constitute one of the great dangers of the 
present system. If, however, these reserves 
are on @ safer basis, as they would be in 
the new bill, there is no reason why the 
requirements should not be reduced. 

Cash reserves are not now used and per- 
haps would not be used under the new bill. 
The real reserve would be the rediscounta- 
die commercial paper which every bank 
should arrange to have on hand. When 
this is available the present cash reserve 
requirements can be easily reduced all along 
the line, 


Reserve Plan Reasonable. 

“The reduction of the reserve require- 
ments for the reserve cities seems to be rea- 
sonable, because they will not have nearly 
as large free bank balances which are likely 


| to be drawn in times of étringency as in 
the case of banks in the central reserve cit- 
ies. 


“ This lessening of the above requirements | 


will necessitate the shifting of smaller 
amounts of balances, and also by withdraw- 
ing from use that much less cash in or- 
ganizing the system will prevent subsequent 
contraction of credit of a forced redig- 
counting, both of which are feared by so 
many careful students of the present bill. 

“The league is heartily in accord with

“That the various representative clubs of 
Chicago and suburbs be requested to have one 
or more addresses on the deeds of Commodore 
Perry, the war of 1812, and on the 100 years 
of peace with England delivered within ‘their 
clubhouses during the week of the visit to 
Chicago of the restored Niagara, Perry’s flag- 
ship.”

More Profit Following 
Some Special Talent. 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 


RE you making money at home, too? If 
you aren't why don't yon try? Is it 
because *you don't know what to de? 
Isn't it the hardest thing sometimes 
"to decide what you can do? I remember 

that when we used to have the big annual social 
in our town that we women 
usted to spend sometimes two days deciding on 
what each one of us was to do for the glory of 
our village, Everybody could do just about the 
same things, and there wasn't anything that 
one of us positively refused to do, from scrub- 
bing the town hali floor to patching the flag 
that flew from the schoolhouse flagpole. So we 
used to figuré out what there was to do, and 
by talking things over we'd finally decide on 
something for éach of us. And those celebra- 
tions were such successes. 
— — 

Don't you suppose that if you could have some 
one to talk things over with that you'd not have 
much trouble making up your mind what to do? 

Then why don’t you have a little conference 
with me? Of course, that’s not like having a 
chat with all of the home workers, but it’s 
really near it. And that’s the way that so many 
of the home workers have started. 

And T’ll send you the little booklet that tells 
how a hundred women have earned money at 
home. Then you can talk with each one of 
them and all of us together will be sure to find 
something that you'll like to do, and will be 
able to make a success of. 

But think first whether or not you have 
some special talent. If you have, the way that 
you will make your success will be by means 
of that talent. 

— 

Suppose that you love to cook. You will have 
much more pleasure in your work if you bake 
cakes and make salads than if you attempted 
to make aprons. And if you like to sew it would 
be silly for you-to attempt to make money by 
baking bread, when every minute that you were 
mixing the bread you'd be saying to yourself, 
“I do wish that I had a needle in my fingers 
instead of this sticky dough.” 

In other words, don’t do something because 
some one else has done it and has succeeded 
with it You'll make your success by doing your 


work. 


There are many thing that you can do better 
than you can do others. Let me help you to 
decide which one of those things you can prob- 
ably make the most money at doing, and then 
become a home worker in dead earnest. Before 
you know it you'll be able to tell some other 
woman who isn’t certain about the kind of 
work to do, just how you succeeded. 

-o- * 

Here's a letter that came to me this morn- 
ing from one of the rather new home workers: 

“How can I thank you enough for the help 
that you have given me? A month ago I knew 
that I, too, wanted to make some money at 
home, but I hadn't the slightest idea what I 
could do. There were so many things that I 
liked doing equally well that I couldn’t decide 
which one to do. You were so kind to suggest 
that I try something that I wanted to do. bo 
I did. 

“I’ve been making bags of all kinds of cre- 
tonne for all sorts of things. I've always loved 
to make cretonne furnishings, and now Im 
doing just exactly what I've been wanting to 
do. I’ve had so many orders from the Home 
Workers’ Market Place. I don't mean that I’ve 
had more than I can do, because I didn’t expect 
that. But I’ve had about $2 worth of orders 
a week, and I think that that’s good, when my 
work is all spare time work. Don't you think 
so, too? 

“In the fall I'm going to make cretonne sets 
for bedrooms, bedspreads, overhangings for 
windows, two pillow covers, a trunk or box 
cover, and a dresser scarf. I think that I shall 
be able to get a lot of orders for them when

Escomler says on the 
subject of “Eggs on the Dish”: 


“Eggs cooked in this way derive all their 


quality from the way in which the cooking proc-. 
ess is conducted. They must be evenly cooked 


on top and underneath, and should remain soft. 


An important condition of the process is that 
the eggs should be exceedingly fresh. After 


heating sufficient butter in a dish to cover the, 


whole of the bottom, break two eggs into it, 
baste the yolks with, a little hot butter, salt 
them slightly, and push them into the oven. 
As soon as the whites of the eggs assume a 
milk white color they are cooked and should 
be. withdrawn from the oven to be served im- 
mediately.

“Eggs à la poéle, which in England are called 
tried eggs,’ are a variety of eggs on the dish, 
often served on toast or accompanied by sau- 
sages or fried bacon, They are cooked in an 
omelet pan, trimmed neatly with a fancy cutter, 
and placed by means of a spatula upon the pre- 
“pated toast. About one-half-an ounce of butter 
should be allowed for every two eggs.” 


The following are other recipes from Escof- 
fler's book: 

BERCY EGGS.—Put half the butter to be 
used in a dish. Let it melt. Break the eggs, 
taking care not to burst the yolks; baste the 
latter with the rest of the butter, and season. 
Cook until done and the whites are glossy. 
Garnish with a small grilled sausage placed be- 
tween the yolks, and surround with a thread of 
tomato sauce. 


BEGGS WITH BROWN BUTTER.—tThere are 


two methods: (1) Cook the eggs in a dish as 
usual, and then cover them with one-quarter 
of an ounce of. brown butter and a few drops 
of vinegar, which should be added after the 
butter. (2) Put one-half an ounce of butter 
into a small omelet pan and cook it until it is 
almost black. Break the eggs into it, season,

SHORTAGE FEARED 


* W. Snow, Chicago Expert, 
Finds II Harvest Badly Dam- 
aged in Western States. 


RAIN MUST COME SOON. 


Serious Failure Is Impending if 
Prought Continues, His 
Report Asserts. 


@joomy prospects for the corn crop of the 
United States and a serious shortage in the 
parvest unless the protracted drought in the 
west and southwest is speedily broken were 
given yesterday by Bernard W. Snow, crop 
expert for the Wartlett-frazier company. 
Mr. Sndw based his forecasts on observations 
made during several weeks of traveling 
through the corn flelds of the middle west. 
His tour took him into Illinois, Indiana, 
lowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, and Missouri. 

Mr. Snow draws an imaginary line through 
northern Illinois and Indiana, central Iowa 
and along the Platte river in Nebraska. 
Kverywhere south of that line, he says—two- 
thirds of the corn belt—the crop is suffering 
and is lost in places. It in in such poor condl- 
tien in the more fortunate spots that nothing 
put rain will save it from being a total loss. 

North of the line there are immense sections 
where the corn crop is suffering, though Mr. 
now believes that good yields will be ob- 
tained if there are heavy rainfalls. 

Some Sections Hold Promise. 

The bright spots are the north half of Iowa, 
Nebraska north of the Platte river, South Da- 
kota, and Minnesota. Those sections have 
hed abundant rains and give promise, Mr. 
Snow says, of furnishing exceptional yields. 

„The month of July was the most unfa- 
yorable month that corn has experienced 
gince 1901, the year of the last corn failure,”’ 
seid Mr. Snow. 

“The first serious damage was heard of 
in Oklahoma and Kansas and, with the ex- 
ception of small districts in the extreme 
eastern parts of these states, their corn crop 
is practically a failure. 

„Destruction in a large part of Kansas 
weet of Topeka is so complete that the crop 
doesn't make fodder even. 

“The big corn acreage of Nebraska south

Tells Situation in Illinois, 

„In the north one-third of Illinois and In- 
dia na the corn crop is in good shape, and with 
good weather hereafter will make a good 
crop.

in fact, standing still; but there is little dam- 
age that rains will not overcome. South from

Bloomington and Champaign, III., the corn 
erop is in most serious straits. Through the 
east central counties thecorn is badly ‘ fired’ 
and no amount of rain will give that section 12 
more than a few bushels to the acre. 

**July 1 there was a general prospect of a 
eorn crop of 8,000,000.000 bushels as deduced 
from government reports. The losses during 
July will reach 400,000,000 bushels and it is 
easily possible that, unless soaking rains 
come, the total crop will shrink to very low 
figures. 

“ Fortunately, there was a big crop last 
year and the carry over was large. Farmers, 
however, are refusing to let go of their corn 
at any price, saving it for their own uses. 


Sees No Menace to Business. 

Failure of the corn crop will not have any 
serious. affect on business. While oats are 
ort, there is a tremendous wheat crop in 
@ght. It promises to be unusual both in 
quantity and quality. The winter wheat crop 
Will be about 525.000,000 bushels, or 125,000,- | 
000 more bushels than last year. The spring 
wheat yield promises to be normal, not more 
thaf 100,000,000 bushels behind last year.“
